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Centipede Conquered at First ATARI 
World Championships Tournament 
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There was lots of action, lots 
of excitement, and lots of good 
game playing at the ATARI 
$50,000.00 World Champion- 
ships. The Tournament took 
place on October 29, 30, 31 
and November 1 in Chicago. It 
was held at the Expocenter, just 
down the street from the Con- 
rad Hilton Hotel where the 
AMOA was running simultane- 
ously. The Expocenter was 
crowded with ATARI video game 
players who had come to test 
their skill in the first international 
video game championship ever 
held. 

Centipede one of the latest 
blockbusters from ATARI, was 
the game selected as the “offi- 
cial Tournament game" and it 
proved a real challenge to the 
players, who had gathered from 
all parts of the country for the 
competition. 

Included among the com- 
petitors was Matthew Labor- 
teaux, more commonly know 
as “Albert” on the popular 
television series “Little House 
on the Prairie”. He placed 
10th in the Open Singles com- 
petition, and also won one of 
the ATARI Specialty events. 

The winners of the Open Sin- 
gles tournament were Eric Gin- 
ner of Mountain View. Califor- 
nia, coming in first with a total 
of 52,431 points, Sam Mehta, 
placing second with 45,541 
points, and Jon Weeks of Lon- 
donderry, New Hampshire, third 
place winner with 41 ,900 points. 
Eric said that he had been 
practicing for the Tournament at 
his local arcade “for at least 
one hour a day" and even 
more on weekends. 

Ok-Soo Han of Northridge, 
California was the winner of the 
Women's Singles. Ok-Soo 
scored 53,220 points in order to

take the first place prize. Sec- 
ond place went to Julie Wine- 
coff from Charlotte, North Caro- 
lina. with 36,613 points, and 
Faith Sloan of Chicago took 
third place with 34.372 points. 

Frank Ballouz, Vice President 
of Marketing, commented: “The 
ATARI World Championships 
Tournament succeeded in ac- 
complishing a couple of differ- 
ent goals. ATARI designed the 
Tournament to help recognize 
the players. We wanted to give 
players a real challenge, a high

score goal that they would want 
to shoot for. Of course, in order 
for players to achieve and beat 
these high scores, they would 
have to play the games more 
often, thus there is a benefit for 
operators, too. Although there 
were a few problems in the or- 
ganization of the Tournament, 
overall we are pleased with the 
results." 

Tournament Games. Inc., the 
firm that organized the 
"$400,000.00 Weekend” and 
who was hired by ATARI to run 


the World Championships as a 
part of that Weekend, did not 
honor its legal responsibilities to 
ATARI and to all of the players. 
However, ATARI wants this 
problem to be resolved happily 
for everyone, hence the compa- 
ny intends to pay all cash prizes 
to every player who participated 
in the TGI Weekend. Players in 
any ATARI event who received 
checks from TGI may contact 
Don Davis at ATARI to find out 
more about collecting their 
prize money.

ATARI has planned special 
events and activities for the 
three day event. Available to at- 
tendees of the ATE will be bro- 
chures and sales literature on 
all of the ATARI games, includ- 
ing the current winners, Tem- 
pest™ and Centipede™ Some 
special promotional items will 
also be on hand for the interna- 
tional crowd. 

Tempest will be the main fea- 
ture at the ATARI stand. The 
sensational graphics and dra- 
matic and challenging new 


game play have made this vid- 
eo game a hit both in the U.S. 
and in Europe. Operators and 
distributors attending the ATE 
will be invited to play this excit- 
ing game and see just how dif- 
ferent it is. 

Market Research will be 
conducting a Tellus™ Survey 
in Birmingham during the 
show. Although they polled 
ATE attendees last year, this 
year they are planning on real- 
ly expanding the scope of 
their interviews. After the tre- 


mendous response they re- 
ceived at the recent AMOA 
show in Chicago, they are 
hoping that the response at 
the ATE will be equally high. 

All in all, ATARI is planning on 
a busy three days in Birming- 
ham.

ATARI Silkscreen Awarded 
“Golden Squeegees” 
at Dallas Convention 


The Silkscreen department at 
ATARI recently received two 
gold and two bronze Squeegee 
awards for their exemplary silk- 
screen techniques. The awards 
were presented at the 1981 
Screen Printing Association In- 
ternational convention held in 
Dallas at the end of October. 
The entries from ATARI Silk- 
screen were in competition with 
1400 other entries from all over 
the world. 

Gold Squeegees were award- 
ed for Asteroids Deluxe™ two- 


sided window decal and for the 
Asteroids Deluxe attraction 
panel. Bronze Squeegees were 
awarded for Centipede™ attrac- 
tion panel and for Asteroids 
Deluxe for the backlit display. 

“These awards are a big 
honour for all the members of 
the Silkscreen department,” 
Dave Coiner, Silkscreen manag- 
er, stated. "Without the concen- 
trated efforts of everyone in the 
department, we wouldn't be 
able to achieve such a high 
degree of technology and skill.”
